Charles Reddock, housemover of 
Calgary, Alta., has undertaken what 
seemed to be an impossible task of 
moving sixty houses over mountain 
roads from Bankhead to Banff. In 
forty days he moved thirty-eight of 
the houses six and a half miles.

Last year one 
vessel found this method successful, 
Fish reduction plants, it. is esti- 
mated, will produce 10,000 tons of 
fish mea) and fertilizer this year. 


President E. W. Beatty, of the 
Canadiin Pacifie Railway, has asked 
approval of the shareholders for the 
construction of two new passenger 
vessels of the type of “Montcalm,” 
“Montclare,” and “Montrose,” to be 
evailable for service in May, 1927, 
and five freight vessels of 8,500 
tons, with a sea speed of. about 14 
knots, also to be ready for 1927. 


During the past season 1,235 
moose and 8,508 deer were killed in 
New Brunswick. Of the former 207 
fell to the guns of non-resident hum 
ters and 617 of the latter. In the 
same year animals killed for fur in- 
eluded 1,567 raccoon; 6,017 skunk;

According t6 an atmouncement by 
D. GC. Coleman, vice-president and 
general manager of western lines of 
the C.P.R, at Winnipeg, the Oana- 
dian Pacific Ratiway is to construct 
a hotel of 200 guest rooms on a 
downtown site at Regina. This hotel 
is being built in response to a re- 
quest voiced on mafy occasions by 
representatives of the citizens of 
Regina, 


A. Hatton, general superintendent 
of transportation for the Canadian 
Paoifie Railway, has announced the 
intention of the company to raise the 
embargo against the loading of 
grain to Fort William and Port 
Arthur and the milling companies 
and elevators at Winnipeg. This is 
due to the anticipation of the open- 
ing of navigation on the Great Lakes 
about April 20. 


The total field of wheat in Canada 
for 1925, as finally estimated by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
is 416,849,700 bushels, the second 
largest on record, having been ex- 
ceeded only by the 1923 crop. The 
value of this crop is estimated at 
$465,116,200, or over $53 per capita 
of Canadian population. The aver- 
age wheat yield was 19.2 bushels per 
acre.
